Phyfick, againft the Prejudice of Conje€tures ; and 

that by certain Principles we fhall be able to difcover 
the quality of the Paffions, and the Caufe of all Diftempers, 
with the way to cure them: That we {hall likewife meet with 
a true Syftem of Natural Philofophy, and the moft ab{tratted 
Secrets of Nature: That we fhall be thoroughly inftructed in 
the Power of Formentations, fer the Fecundity of Produttions, 


for the multiplication of Species, in the quality of the Subfti- 
I 2 tutes 
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tes of the Seeds, and as Principles of Tranfmutations, in 
ype of Things: That we fhall here find Natural Experi- 
ments upon the Reality of Forms, which Art cannot imitate, 
hecaufe they proceed from the Divine Power, which is not to be 
comprehended by Reafon: That here we fhall meet with Truth 
without Difguife, by Fraudulent Art, which fome People make 
tle of to deceive the World, and to make them believe that all 
Diftempers proceed from heat and cold ; and, thavin this fmall 
Treatife, we fhall have a Treafure of favourable Ideas, which 
may help the Reader to difcover a Theological Natural Philo- 
fophy, and may infpire him with Sentiments proper to cure the 
Diftempers of the Body, and to deliver him from incredulity, as 
to what, Regards true Religion; and, in fhort, that ic will be 
eafy by this work to find the difference we ate to make betwixt 
the Souls of Animals, and the Springs of Artificial Machines, 
After this Adverti{ment, comes his Treatife upon the Gout. 

Our Author at firft reprefents this Diftemper as a fort of Origi- 
ginal Sin; z ¢. a Hereditary Difeafe without denying however 
that *tis fometimes acquir’d. But which way foever it comes, 
out Author' obferves that there is but one-way of curing it. Be- 
fore he fpeaks of the Cure, he gives: us his Thoughts of the Na- 
ture and Caufe of the Gour. He alledges, that we have the ra- 
tional caufe of it before we have Life, and. that this Caufé can- 
not be cur’d, but the Effeéts of it may. He fays. the Gout is a 
material Principle, which is a Coagulating, Petrifying, thick 
and glutinous Acid. He proves it by the Nodus of the Gour, 
which he fays is nothing elfe but a Petrification, and by confe- 
quence muft proceed from an Acid. As to the Methods he pro- 
pofes againft the Gout ; fome of them are by way of preven- 
tion, and others by way of Cure; for inftance, when a Child is 
born of a Gouty Parent, the BufinefS: is to prevent its having 
bits of the Gout: In this cafe he advifes to-give the Child a_lit- 
tle Goats Milk, until ic have all: its Teeth, left the efforts of 
Nature, in producing the Teeth, may. throw it into.a Sympto- 
matical Fever, which may kill it during its tender Age, which 
is always attended with danger, And when the Infant has ef- 
cap'd that Danger, Mr. Aignan forbids. it the ufe of * Wine, 
: Vinegar, high feafon’d Diet, and every thing which may re- 
*-before:the time, 7. ¢, as Hipocrates fays, before the Age of Puber- 
* ty; for when Hipocrates fays, That Youth never has the Gout 


*- be- 


vive init the Acids. of the Hereditary Gout, and make it Gouty. 
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* before the ufe of Venus, he does not mean that ’tis only the 
© ufe of Women which revives the Seminal Principle of the 
© Gout, fince there is a great number of Gouty People who pre- 
* ferve their Chaftity. Therefore ’tis the fix’d State of the Ma: 
© turity of the Goury Seed about the Age of 14, which is called 
‘ the Age of Puberty, and not a€tual Venety, which always 
© puts the Seminal Principle of the Gout in A€tion ; as Hypocra- 
© tes alledges, i.e. That fo foon as a young Man is capable of 
‘ Feeling in himfelf the Motions of Concupifcence, that motion 
* is fufficient to quicken and bring into aétion the principle of 
* the Gout, and to begin to lay the Foundation of Pains, No- 
* dus’s, and other Symptoms of the Gout. I doubt not, fays 
* Mr. Aignan, after this, but my Method will be criticis'd upon, 
* and that by forbidding Wine altogether, I {hall be cenfur’d as 
* an [ll-natur’d Man, and one that is too fevere: But, he adds, 
* Tam willing to be civil, and to abate a little of my Severity, 
* by allowing Youth Mead mix’d with Wine, after it is fermen. 
: ted 3 Years. By this means, fays he, they may havea plea- 
. 
¢

fant Drink without Acidity and Rawnefs, and by confequence - 


a natural Balm capable to fupport the Spirits, and to tortify 

the Stomach much more than Wine, without fear of quicken- 

ing the Gouty Principle, and caufing a Vicious Fermentation, 

which is ufually occafion’d by Wine, efpecially that of Cham 
‘ pagne. Mr. Aignan acquaints us here, That it would {till be 
better for the Child of a Gouty Parent to drink neither Wine nor 
Mead, and nothing but Water. ‘ The Fifh, continues he, live 
* always in Water, and drink nothing elfe ,; and fo when they are 
* diftilled, there is nothipg extracted from them but volatil 
* Salts, without any Vicious Acids: But if we diftill a Gouty 
© Man, or common Drunkard, there is extra€ted from him abun- 
* dance of Acid, which never changes its Nature. Therefore | 
© wou’d advife my Gonty Youth to drink as che Fifh do; and, 
* by this means, he may be Gouty without having the Gout; z.e. 
© The Seed of the Gout will be in him like a grain of Corn in 
* a Box, which, for want of Fermentation and outward Leaven, 
© will produce no Fruit: This is the Reafon, fays he, why the 
Mabometans are never troubled with Gout or Gravel. He fays 
he obferved this during his Abode: in the Eaftern Countries for 
4 Years, which he afcribes to their drinking no Wine, and efpe. 


ciaily Champaign; which, according to him, is the worft of aly | 


Wines, efpecially for thofé. who have the Gout. . 


So 
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So much as to the Methods for preventing the Gout, hisnext, 
BufinefS is to treat of curing it. He declares, that he can no 
mote pretend to cure the Seminal Principal of the Gout, than 
he can hinder a Pear-Tree from being a Pear-Tree, but he fays, 
He can hinder the Gout from producing its Effe€ts, as well as a 
Pear.Tree from bearing Pears.. He fays, That if on an Almond- 
Tree, we engraft an Apricock-Tree, or a Peach-Tree, the Trunk 
of the Almond-Tree will ftill fubfift , and, that its Roots, 
which are its Stomach and its Veins, which have extra€ted from 
the Earth the Blood or Juice of an Almond-Tree, will hencefor- 
ward furnifh it to the Graft, which is ingrafted on the Trunk, 
but that the Seminal Principle, and fpecifical Fermentation of 
the Graft, will change the matter of the Juice of the Almond- 
Tree, ‘ and tranfmute it into the Juice of the Peach or Apri- 
© cock-Tree, 7.¢. from its proper Nature, and make it, in time 
© to come, produce Apricocks and Peaches, but never Almonds, 
© unlefS they cut the Graft of the Peach-Tree, and leave the Al- 
© mond-Tree at liberty to produce its natural Fruit. 

Mr. Aignan compares the Gouty Man to this Almond-Tree: 
All that 1 can do then, fays he, is to hinder this Gouty Effence 
from producing its Fruit, and to oblige this Gouty Trunk to ad- 
mit a Graft of a contrary Species. To this end he advifes the 
following Broth or Decoftion, which the Gouty Perfon is to take 
every Night at going to Bed. Boil-Beef, anda Raven ora Crow, 
without Veal; for Veal not being come to its natural State of 
Strength, which is the Point of the Maturity of its f{pecifick 
Being, it degenerates into Vicious Slimes in the Stomack ; it 
ferments, looféns, and by confequence wou’d carry off, by the 

reat opennefS of the Belly which it occafions, the Virtue of the 

olatil Salts, which accompanies the Digeftions ; whereas Beef 
digefts ic felf without any Difficulty, becaufe it hath acquir’d 
the fix’d Point of its maturity, and the confiftence of its Defti- 
ny. Mr. Aignan fays, That the Reafon why he adds a Raven or 
Crow is, that thofe Animals which live whole Ages, feed only on 
the Flefh of Beafts, and of Corps which die by violent Deaths, 


ftill full of Spirits ; and, by confequence, of volatil Salts, 


with which they abound much more than any other Bird. 

In a Quart of this Broth, boil half an Hour over a gentle 
Fire a {mall handful of Camadrys or Germander, of Teucrium, 
or Gamanderlin, of Chamzpitis or Groundpine of Periwinkle of 


Scabius, of wild Succhory, and of the Queen of the Meadows, 
| and 
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and {training it through a Cloth, take it either before or after 
Supper, and then go to Bed. 

Mr. Aignan gives his Reafons at length, why this Broth is 
gocd for Gouty Folks, and afterwards gives us the Compofition 
of a bitter Drink, which he advifes to thofe who do not care 
for drinking Water only. This Drink is a cold Infufion of feve- 
ral bitter Simples, whict: are moft proper to deftroy the Fruit of 
the Gout, and the beft Specificks to abate the Rage of ir. Thefe 
Simples are Camadrys, Teucrium, Chamzpitis, wild Succhory, 
the Bark of Peach-Tree, Hops, Little Century, Walnut-Leaves, 
the Root of Starr-thiftle. In the Summer they make ufé of the 
Herbs Green, in the Winter they grind them into a grofs Pow- 
der, and mixing them together in equal parts, put a Dram of 
them into a Pint of Water, and let the whole infufe for 4 Hours. 
This he recommends as a conftant Drink to thofe who are 
Gouty : Of the Succefs of which they may affure themfelves, 
if they can bear the bitternef§ of it, which is much lef§ than 
that of the Pains of the Gout. : 

If they cannot drink this, Mr. Azenan advifes them to the fol- 
lowing Tifanne. Take of Salfaparella, Guaiarum, China-Roots, 
Hermodaétili, Polipod, and Cyprefs Nuts, Two {mall handfuls 
of each pounded together, and 15 Grains of Coral calcin’d 
White, 3 Spoonfuls of Afhes of Holyoak, and one Spoonful of 
the Filings of Iron, tied up in a Linnen Bag. 

The Reafon why Mr. Aigzan advifes to Holyoak is, be- 
caufe. he fays, the Sal Alcali of Holyoak abounding more with 
Sulphur than other Plants ( fince it refifts great cold, and pre- 
Serves its greenefs all the Year) diffolves the Sulphure of hon. 
which is one of the greateft abforbers of Acids that we bave in 
dr Set the whole a boiling in 3 Pints of Water, till it be 
reducd to two, in an Earthen Veffel. When the two Pints are 
drunk out, put two Pints of more Water upon the fame Mate- 
rials, and boil it again ; and, when that is drunk, go on to make 
frefh after the former manner. 

When the Patient is a€tually ina violent Fit, Mr. Aigzan fays, 
nothing can give him greater Relief than the following Medi- 
cin, which: the Patient ought to have in his Cellar inftead of 
Champaign Wine. Take equal quantities of the Leaf -of wild 
Peach-Tree, and of the Leafs of wild Succory, diftill them in 
Balneo Mariz, in a Glaf$ Cucurbite with its Head on; and 
take one or two Spoonfuls of this diftilled Water, and. pur: it 
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5 The Works of the Learwen, 
into a Glafs of Water, i. ¢.as much as is fufficient to give the 
Water the colour of Agat, and rub the Parts aftegted with ir, 
or with the diftilled Water alone, without any other mixture. 
Our Author gives feyeral other Advices to thofe who are Gouty, 
both as to Medicines, and as to the Diet he would have them 
obferve. He makes feveral other Refle€tions upon the Caufes of 
Difeafes in general, which we fhall pafs over, after adding, that 
he explains them all after the Principles of Van Helmont, i. ¢. 
by the Archeus, or moft exalted Spirit, and the Ideas; alledg- 
ing, for inftance, That the Idea and Fear of the Small Pox, 
fometimes occafions that Diftemper. He argues ftrenuoully a- 
gainft the Cartefians, and fhews how ridiculous their Propofitiop 


is, by which they would have Beafts to be nothing elfe bur 
Machines.

| tion, upon a Diffolution of Filings of Iron, by Spirit 
of Nitre, contain’d ina Glafé; the Liquor fwell’d 

* very much, though with an ordinary Fermentation; and a lit- 
*tle time after the Fermentation ceas’d, there arofe a fort of 
* Branches fix’d to the Surface of the Glais; which, continuing 
* to extend themfelves, and to grow, did at laft cover it intirely, 
$ and afterwards {pread themfelves over the outer Surface. The 
‘ Figure of the Branches was fo perfeét, that a fort of Leaves 
‘ and Flowers was eafily perceiv’d, and this Vegetation of Iran 
‘may as juftly be called she Tree of Mars, asa Vegetation of 
* Mercury, though different, was called the Tree of Diana. If 
* the Liquor, which by afcending comes out of the Glaf$ with- 


_* out forming it felf into Branches, be again poured ‘in, it fpee- 


“dily begins to afcend again, and to harden it into Branches, 
* either in whole or in part; fo that there is nothing to be done 
‘ but to pour back into the GlafS what continued Liquid, and the 
“whole, at laft, is confum’d by the formation of the Tree. 
* There is fome {mall difference in the Effe@, which’ depends on 


* the Dofe of the Diffolution of Iron, and of the Oil of Tar.

Botany 
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Botany confifts of 3 Memoirs. The firft by Mr. Toxrzeforz, 
is upon new forts of Plants, which he joins to thofe he give an 
account of laft Year. The Names of thofe forts of new Plants 
are, Royal Piment, or Oak of Ferufalem , Orobanchoides, or 
Broom Rape ; Tartalee, Luffa, Dierville, Tortue, Valancia, 
Lavatera (fo called by Mr. Toarnefort, from Meflieurs Leviser, 
Two able Phyficians of Zurich) Saperbe, Conyzoides, and 
Solanoides. 

The fecond is by Mr. Chome/, who continues the Defcription 
of the Plants of Awvergne, which he began in 1705. That which 
he defcribes here, is the Orbus Sylvaticus noftras RaiiSynopf 191. 

The third is by Mr. Marchant, upon the virtue of the Rvor 
of Great wild Valerian. Fabius Columna, a famous Boranitt, 
fays, this Root is a Specifick againft the Epilepfy, as he found 
in Experiments upon himfelf, and feveral others ; fuch a con- 
fiderable Authority influenced Mr. Marchant to try the matter 
by Experiments of his own, and particularly on a Youth of a- 
bout 15 Years of Age, who had been troubled with that Di- 
ftemper from 7, and fell into Fits almoft every Week. Our 
Author apply’d this Medicine with fo much Succefs, that the 
young Man has enjoy’d a perfeét Health for 6 or 7 Years. He 
had the like Succefs with another young Man of 20 Years of 
Age, who had been troubled with thofe Fits for 6 or 7 Years. 
We muft refer to the Book it felf for the Particulars of thofe 
two remarkable Cures. He tells us of a third Perfon, who was 
curd the fame way, by a Member of the Academy of Sciences, 
to whom he himfelf had imparted this Medecine: In a Word, 
our Author affures us, that he has given it to feveral Infants, as 
well as to Perfons advanced in Years ; in fome of whom it has 
prevented the Fits, and, in others, leflen’d the Violence and Du- 
ration of them, and never had any bad ef&&. The Prepara- 
tion is thus. 

Fabius Columna orders the Root to be taken out of the Earth 
before it begins to fend forth its Stalks, z.¢. ia Alarch; and 
afier having dried and reduc'd it to Powder, give halt a Spoon. 
ful, or about a Dram and a half) to the Patient in Wine, Water 
or Milk, or fome other convenient Liquor, but he wou’d not 
have it be given above twice. Mr. Alarchiat fays, however, 
That he has found by Experience, the Dofe may ‘e repeated 
without any Inconveniency ; his ordinary Practice is, to give as 
much of this Medicine as he can, ae a Glais of \Whire-Wine, 

and 
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and to prepare the Patient by fome Purges, or other convenient 
Methods. / . 

The next Subjetts treated of are, Algebra, Geometry, Aftro- 
nomy, Acoulticks and Mechanicks. There is only one Article 
upon Algebra, intitled Principes Generaux pour la Refolution des 
Equations Numeriques, i.e. General Principles for the Refolu- 
tion of Numerical Equations. "Tis a Continuation of the new 
Method propos’d by Mr. de Lagzy, in 1705. to form and refolve 
all Equations. He enlarges very much upon the Defetts of o- 
ther Methods; one of thofe which he takes moft notice of is, 
that the Formulas of refolution they give us, are exprefled un- 
der the radical Signs, obfcure and perplexed Expreflions, efpe- 
cially beyond the fecond degree, and in which the juft value of 
the Root demanded, appears nothing more clear than in the 
Equation it felf. Befides, fetting afide the redu&tible Cafe 
where the Formulas offer nothing of the real Values, but fuch 
as are imaginary : In other Cafes, they oblige one in order to 
difcover the Values they offer, to, we know not how many con- 
jeGtural Operations and Extra€tions of Square and Cube 
Roots, &c, The Principles of Mr. de Lagi, do very much a- 
bridge the Operations, and avoid the irreduétible Cafe. This 
Memorial is full of excellent Remarks, which deferve the con- 
fideration of thofe who are Learned in Algebra. 

The Hittorian has taken a great deal of Pains on Geometry. It con? 
fits of 8 Articles, with Difcourfes by Mr. de Fontenelle, upon 7 of 
them, viz. an Illuftration upon thofe Grandeurs or Magnitudes, 
which are called more than infinite; Obfervations upon the Me- 
thod of the Infinite Parva, for the Maxima and Minima; a com- 
pleat Treatife upon the Relation of Central Forces, to the 
weight of the Bodies; a large Work upon little Wheels in ge- 
neral ; of Enquiries upon a Propofition of Elementary Geometry, 
and a Fragment upon the open’d Rays of Curves, conceiv’d as 
form’d of Curve Elements, The 8 Article is a Method by 
Mr. Rol/e, to find the Focus’s of Geometrical Lines, with rela- 
lation to Dioptricks. 

What relates to Magnitudes more than Infinite, is writ by 

a Main 
Mr. Varignon. °Tis no unufal thing to hear our Modern Geo- 
metricans {peak of an infinite Magnitude, greater than another 
though that be alfo Infinite. The Infinite Magnitudes may be 
greater or leffer one than another, according to all the poffible 


Relations ox Numbers, without being reckon’d out of the order 


of 
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of Infinite, in the fame manner as Finite Magnitudes are not 
reckon’d out of the order of Finite, though they vary, among 
themfelves, according to their different Relations: But if what 
is cali'd in this Article Magnitudes more than Infinite, take 
Place, we muft find out an order more high than that of Infinite, 
and admit not only of one Infinite more great than another, but 
of Magnitudes out of the order of Infinite, and rais’d to a Sa- 
perior order, This Idea of Magnitudes, more than Infiuice, 
was fram’d by the famous Doétor Wallis, as he was feeking for 
the Meafure of Spaces contain’d betwixt the Hyperbola’s of dif- 
ferent degrees, and their Afymptotes Asa Fraétion whofe De- 
nominator is a Cypher, or rather, an Infinité Parvum ; the Nu- 
merator being otherwife finite and pofitive, gives an infinite Mag- 
nitude, it wou'd feem that the fame Fra€tion, if the Denomina 
tor were Negative, or lefs than a Cypher, ought to exprefs a 
Magnitude greater than Infinite Do€tor Wa//is having thus tound, 
for the Expreffion of fome of the Hyperbolical Spaces which he 
examin’d, a Fra€tion whofe Denominator was negative, he thought 
he might confider thofe Spaces as more than infinite, but fays 
our Hiftorian Mr. Varignon, though very much accuftomed to the 
Wonders of Infinite, rejets this. Though the Principles ot 
tranfcendental Geometry did not allow oneabfolutly to rejeft the 
Idea of different Orders of Infinites; Mr. Varignon would be 
very much in the right to reje€t it in the prefent Cafe. Accor- 
dingly he fhews, that what Dr. Walls took for the Expreffion of 
a Space more than infinite, is not fo much as the Expreflion of 
an infinite Space; the Space expreffed being purely finite, and 
the negative Sign of a Denominator fignifying nothing elfe, but 
that the Pofition of the Space, of which the Fra€tion exprefits 
the value, is reversd, z.¢. that the Space ought to be taken on 
the oppofite fide to that, with Relation to which the Calcula- 
tion was made. 

The Book of the Analyfis of the Infinité Parva, is writ in fo 
Learned and Sublime a manner, that it frequently needs [Iluftra- 
tion ; and that is, indeed, all that is wanting init; for the An- 
fwers which have been given to the different Objections propofed 


againft the Methods of this Book, were never any thing clfe 
but Illuftrations, which confirm the Principles of i:, Such are 
in thefe Memoirs, the Obfervations upon tne Method of Manxi- 
ma and Minima. Mr. Gui/née, the Author of thofe Obferva 
tions, refolves there fome Difficulties which relate to this Me- 
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thod, as it is taught in the 3d Se€tion of the Analyfis of the 
Infinit ¢ Parva, upon which one of his’ Friends had ask’d hinr 
fome Queftions. He treats on this Matter with abundance of 
Learning and exaétnefi,for which we muft refer to the Book‘it felf. 

Mr. Varignon’s Memoir upon the Relation of Central Force 
to Weight, deferves a particular Extra. Every Body that 
moves, moves in a dire&t Line, or tends fo to do: There- 
fore every Body that moves in a Curve Line, is conftrained 
to it by fome Fcrce thereunto continually applied, which 
pufhes or draws it on, according to the Direétions, which tend: 
to the fame Point, and which make an Angle with thofe which 
the Body would follow, were it left ro it felf Thofe forts of 
Centrifugal, or Centripetal Forces, according as the Bodies 
which they: oblige to defcribe a Curve Line, removes from, or 
approaches to the Point, whither their Dire€tions concur, or 
thofe which Mr. Varignon comprehends under the general Name 
of Central Forces, and upon which he has already writ fo ex- 
cellently. In the Memoirs of the Academy for 1700, he gives 
feveral general Rules for finding out the Relation of thofe For- 
ces, compar’d with one another. In thofé of 1701. he gave a. 
Method for finding fuch Roles in Infinitum. In 1703, he gave 
more general Rules for the Cafe, when feveral Central Forces ack 
at once upon the moveable Body, defcribing a Curve Line; what- 
ever the Dire€tions of thofe Forces were, or whatever the Curve 
was, that refult from their Concourfe of Aétions. To make this 
Theory compleat, there was nothing wanting but Rules of the 
fame Nature and Extent, for the abfolute Knowledge of ‘thofe 
Forces, 7.¢. to determine their Relation to fome known Force, 
fuch as Weight is commonly fuppos’dto be; and this Mr. Va- 
vignon has done here in fuch a manner, as there feems nothing to 
be left to fay after him. : 

The Foundation of all this Inquiry confifts in making the- 
Weight enter into the Expreflion of the Central Forces: As a. 
Body which falls, augments its {wiftnefs every-Inftant, there is 
no degree of fwiftnets, it there be no refiftance, which it may 
not acquire in continuing to fall: From thence comes the advan- 
tage ct being able to confider all uniform {wiftnefs, with which 
a Body moves it felf, as a fwiftnefS acquir’d by the fall of a. 
Rody, from a certain height. The {wiftnefS of a Body 
which defcribes by its Motion a Curve Line, may then be dif. 
covery'd at cach part of the Curve deferib’d, as a fwiftnefS-ac- 
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quir’d at that Point, and become uniform; but Weight enters 
naturally into the Expreflion of the {wiftne!s of a Body which 
moves it felf, following a Curve Line; and, by conteq ince, al- 
fo in the Expreffion of the Central Force, which makes it de- 
icribe the Curve ; fince that fwiftnefs it felf enters into this Ex- 
preflion. This is the way which Mr. Varignon followed, and 
which readily furnifh’d him with what he wanted, a general 
Rule-for comparing the Central Forces with Weight. 

After having found out and demonftrated this Formula in 4 
different manners, he introduces thereinto, that Ray which he 
calls the Ofculator s and all that, which is remarkable, by Look-: 
ing upon the Elements of the Curve, as little Arches truly 


Curve, and not as has hitherto been done in the Enquiry into dif-. - 


cover’d Rays, as little ftraight Lines, which would be the fides 
of a Polygon of an infinite number of fides. 

We have afterwards other two Solutions of the famé Pro- 
blem, which give the fame Rule. In the fecond of thefe two- 
latter Solutions, Mr. Variguon, who had hitherto look’d upon. 
the Curves, as we juft now mention’d ; and which, indeed, the. 
Nature of the Problem demands, as form’d of Elements cur’vd,. 
finds the way to confider them as form’d of ftraight Elements. 
All the Secret confifts in changing the little Spaces, run through. 
by an accelerated*Motion, by. virtue.of the Central Force, into 
little Spaces, run through with an uniform fwiftnefS; a Change. 
eafy to be made, according to the Do€trine of Guli/eus, fince 
there is nothing more to be done but.to take double the number. 
of the latter as of the former. 

From the Rules thus laid down and confirm’d, there flows a- 
number of confiderable; and, for moft part, curious Confequen-. 
ces, which Mr. Varignon lays down by way of Corollaries. In. 
the fourth, by the Confideration of the nature of a Circle, the: 
general Kule is chang’d with the greateft Facility, into that 
which agrees particularly to the Centrifugal force ot a Body cir.. 
cularly mov’d ; and, by confequence, gives all which the late 
Marquis de L’Hofpital demoniirated on this Point, and ex- 
attly by the faid Rule, which is particular to the Circle. . 

To make eafy the Application of his general Rule to all-forts 
of Curves. Geometrical, or Mechanical, initead of one fimple. 
indeterminate Expreflion, which the Kadius called the Oiculator. 
mark’d in it; he fubftitutes 6 Expreihons, or general Formula’s 
of thofe Rays, which he gave in the Memoirs of 1701. from 


whence. . 
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whence are form’d the 6 infinitely General Rules of the Relation 
of Central Force to Weight; and, as each of thofe Rules con- 
tains feveral variable quantities, of which we are allow’d to 


- make ufe of which we will, the different Suppofitions which 


may be made in that refpe€t, furnifh us with an eafy Method 
to diverfify the 6 Seley Infinitum. Thefe Rules being thus 
caft into all the feveral Forms which Mr. Varignon thought fit 
ro give them , he fhews the ufe of them in fome Inftances, as 
thofe of the Logarithmick Spiral, of the Spiral of Mr. de Fer- 
mat, of Conick Se€tions. In the Inftance of the Logarithmick 
Spiral, Mr. Varignon obferves, that the Circle may pafs tor a 
fort of Logarithmick Spiral; the Property of this Spiral being 
that its Tangents make throughout, the fame Angle with the cor- 
refpondent Rays, ’tis plain, that if that Angle be ftraight, the 
Spiral becomes a Circle. By thus confidering the Circle as a 
Logarithmick Spiral, we find again that_which was found im- 
mediately before, with relation to the Circle ; ’tis the fame.in 
the inftance of the Ellipfis, when it becomes a Circle. In all 
the preceeding Rules, Mr. Varignon makes the Ordinats of the 
Curve concur in the fame Point with the Dire&tions of the Cen- 
tral Force ; 2. e. he fuppofes, in forming them, that the Center 
of the Dire€tions is the fame with that of the Ordinats; but, 
in a new Article, he folves this Problem againewithout reftrain- 
ing it to this Suppofition ; That of the Center of Dire€tions 
different from that of the Ordinats, gives him ground to form 
6 new Rules of the fame nature with the former, but infinitely 
more general, fince the re-union of the two Centers in one, is 
only one Cafe of the new Solution, which comprehends an in- 


finite number of thofe Cafes. Though in all Curves the Ordi-- 


nats may be drawn from one and the fame Pointy there is an 
infinite number of them, of which the ordinary and moft fimple 
Equation, which exprefles their Nature, fuppofes the Ordinats to 
be parallel; all is comprehended in the Rules, fo that there is 
nothing but fome difference of the Calculation in applying them. 
If they would have it that the Rays of the Central Force do 
not concur, but at an infinite diftance, they will alfo become Pa- 
rallels, and the Change which proceeds from this Suppofition 
prefents it felf at firft: The Parallelifm is nothing but a Con- 
courfe of the Lines. 


Mr. V2- 
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Mr. Varignon extends his Solutions further to the Cafe of the 
Curves, deicrib’d by the Concourfe of feveral Central Forces, 
exercifing together their A€tions upon the fame defcribing Body. 
He likewiie gives us the Method of comparing Weight with the 
Central Forces, whether it be jof different Bodies mov’d upon 
one and the fame Curve, or on different Curves, or of one Body 
mov'd upon different Curves. In fhort, this Memoir concludes 
with the Explication and Demonftration of a Paradox, which 
relates to certain Cafes, wherein the Central Force becomes 
infinite. 

The Solution of the Problem fof the Ifoperimeters is one of 
the fineft Articles of Geometry, both in the Hiftory and Me- 
moirs. This Problem is famous, by the importance and diffi- 
culty of the Subject it felf; and, becaufe of the difference 
which it occafion’d betwixt two illuftrions Brothers, the late 
Mr. Bernoulli the Elder, Profeffor of the Mathematicks at Ba/le, 
and Mr. Bernoulli the younger, now his Succeffor, but then 
Profeffor of the Mathematicks, at Groningen. A fharp Emu- 
lation happening betwixt them, after feveral little Controverfies 
about Problems propofed and refolv’d on both fides; Mr. Ber- 
noull: the elder recolle&ting all his Strength, fays the Hiftorian, 
which was employed elfewhere, darted againft his Brother, the 
Problem of the Ifoperimeters. He propos’d it to all Geometri- 

cans, but with a particular dire€tion to his Brother, containing 
a Defiance, and promifing him a certain Sum, if he could re- 
folve it, The younger did refolveit, and pretended fully to have 
fatisfied his Brother’s Challenge. The elder did not agree to it, 
and not being fatisfied with part of the Solution, he fufpefted 
fome Paralogifm in the Analyfis, and demanded to fee it: There 
happened great Controverfies betwixt them absut it, which we 
fhall here pafs over, and only take notice, that the Memoir un- 
der confideration, and which contains the Solution of it, was 
fent to the Academy by the Author, in 1701. ina Packet feal’d 
up, with a Requeft, that it fhould not be open’d till Mr. Ber. 
noulli the elder, publifh’d his Analyfis; but fome Difficubties 
as to that publication, which happened that fame Year, both 
in the Acta Eruditorum Lipfiz, and in a Pamphlet in Quarto, 
of 18 Pages, at Baffle; and afterwards the Death of Mr. Ber- 
noulli the elder, did not allow the Academy to open the Packet 
till the 17th of Apri/ 1706. wherein it was fet down, that the 
Solution therein found nad been communicated to Mr. Leib- 
Nils 
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nitz in June 1698, and that the Problem had. been propofed 


in 1697. | 
ride this Hifforical Account, we fhall fay fomething of the 


“Nature of the Problem. Amongft an infinite number of poffi- 
“ple Curves, defcrib’d upon the fame Axis and Ifoperimetets, 1. ¢. 


of an equal Perimetrie, or of the fame length, we mult find 
that, whofe Ordinats being rais’d to whatever determinate Power, 
as a Square, Cube, €c. fill up the greateft Space. 

In the Problem ’tis not fimply demanded, that the Ordinats 
of the Curve which is to be found, fhou’d fill up the greateft 
Space. That woy’d be only a particular Cafe of the Problem, 
and the moft fimple of all, a Cafe already refolv’d ; for every 
one knows that the Sum ot the Ordinats of a Demicircle fills 
up a much greater Space than the Ordinats,of any other Curve, 
equal in length to the demicircular Circumference, and termina- 
ted as the two Extremities of thefame Diameter, could do. ’Tis 
therefore demanded not fimply that the Osdinats of the Curve 
required, but that thofe Ordinats rais’d to any Power whatever, 
do fill the greateft Space poffible ; 2. e. Tis demanded, that taking 
right Lines which are among themfelves Squares or Cubes,or fuch 
other Power of the Ordinats as one pleafes, and making of thofe 
Lines the Applicats of a new Curve upon the fame Axis; the 
Space which forms the Sum of thofe new Applicats, be the 
greateft Space which can be form’d in the fame manner. The 
Problem becomes -hereby much more general than if the matter 
in Hand were only fimple Ordinats: Let us add with.the Hifto- 
rians, that whoever has a mind to try it, will perceive how 
difficult it does likewife become thereby. | 

"Tis in thefe Terms that the late Mr. Berzoul/ii propos’d it : 
But in the Solution which we have of it here, Mr. Bernoull: 
his Brother makes it {till more general; and, by confequence, 
more difficult: He chang’d the Powers of the Ordinats into that 
which he calls Funétions. The Fun&tions of an Ordinat com- 
prehend befides all the Powers, whether perfeét or imperfe€t, to 
which they may be rais’d, all the Multiplications or Divifions 
that may be .made of them by certain Magnitudes or Ab{ciffx, 
sais'd to fuch a Power as one pleafes. 

Mr. Bernoulli finds, by a very nice and ingenious turn of Geo- 


‘metry, that to the end a Curve may be fuch as the Problem de- 


mands in the extent he gives it, tis neceflary, that in all its 
Points, the Sinus of its Curvature bear a certain proportion to 


the 
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the different Funétion of the Ordinate, which anfwers to it, but 
made different with a certain Modification, which the Author 
teaches. He gives then in general, and for all the imaginable 
Funétions of the Ordinates, the Equation of the Curve requir'd: 
But he ftill raifes the Problem to a greater degree of Univerfa- 
lity, by fuppofing that inftead of the Fun€tions of the Appli- 
cats, the Bufinefs is the Funétions of the Arches. His Method 
goes yet further, and allows us to combine, as we pleafe, the 
Funttions of the Applicats wich thofé of the-Arches, either by 
Addition or Subftraétion, €7c. The Hiftorian fays, it would 
feem alfo that it ought to allow, though the Author does not 
fay fo, that we affign one certain Funétion to the Applicats 
and another different Funétion to the Arches; afterwards he 
gives the Reafon of the Property of the Circle to comprehend 
the greateft Space poffible, and difcovers the Principle of ali 
that Mr. Bernoulli demonftrates in the Curves of the Problem, 
upon the certain Relation of the Sinus of their Curvature to the 
magnitude, upon which the greateft poflible Space is made to 
depend. The Thoughts of the Hiftorian here are admirable, 
but we cannot infift upon them. 

Mr. Bernoulli. confirms his Method by another Problem, 
which is reduc’d to the fame Terms, and gives the fame Solu- 
tion : “Tis that of the Curvature of a Linnen Cloth, when 
faften’d by its two ends, and fill’d with any Liquof. He fhews 
that this Curve ought'to comprehend a greateft Space poflible,; 
and, as he had found out this long ago, ‘he fhews clearly that 
its equation coincides with that which he gives here for the 
Curves Ifoperimeters in general. This Curve is the elaftick of 
thelate Mr. Bernoulli his Brother. We {hall conclude this Article 
with the Refle€tion of Mr. de Fontenelle , *tis eafy, fays he, to 
judge to what degree of fubtilty and nicenefs Geometry has been 

ately advanced, and what the Method is to which we owe fo 
great a Progrefs.

Aftronomy: furnifhes a great number of Articles in this Book : 
Thefe Articles are chiefly upon the Movements of Jupiter and 
Mars; upon. the Refra€tions ; upon the apparition of a Co. 
met ; upon the Planet of Mercury ; upon the appearances of the 
Body oF the Moon ; upon a new Star; which appear’d and.dif- 
appear’d ; upon the three Eclipfis of this Year; upona con- 
junétion of Fupiter with the Lions Heart, and upon the Spots 
of the Sun? One _of the -moft confiderable. is, that which re- 
lates to the Hypothefis of the Movements of Fupiter and 
Mars. Mr. Mara/d:-has done the fame upon Fupiter and Mars, 
that he did upon Satura, in the Memoirs of 1704. Having in 
his Hands a great number of exa&t Obfervations, the greateft 
part of the oldeft of which belong’d to Mr. Cafizi alone, and 
‘the neweft to Mr. Cofimi and himfelf, and finding that in this 
great number he f{hould always be able to find what the diffe- 
sent Cafes requir’d, he examin’d, with relation to Fupiter and 
Mars, Kepler's Aftronomical Tables. Mr. Marald: judg’d it 

_ “neceflary to make fome fmall-Changes in certain Points, and that 
thefe Changes are very inconfiderable, is much for Kepler’s Ho- 
nour. As the Parallaxis of Mars. is but little to be difcern’d, 

‘Becaufe it mounts only. to fome Seconds, that Planet was to be 

Ei *view'd in fpch a Situation and Circumftances as make this Paral~ 

' laxis the moft difcernable, in order to determine it with any exe 
a€tnefs. Since the Year 1672. there. has not been a more favou- 
rable occafion to find the Parallaxis of Mars, than that whiéh 
offer’d in September and October 1704. That Planet ‘was then’ in: 
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oppofition to the Sun, near his Periodical Perigeum ; and, in 
{uch a Situation of the Heavens, as it might be obferv’d ar different 
Hours, of the fame Night atthe Meridian, and ata conliderable 
diftance from the Meridian, Circumftances which are very diffi- 
cult to be found together; but all of them neceffary for an ex- 
a&t Determination.. Mr. Mara/d: improv’d this rare Obfervarion, 
and making ufe ofan excellent Perfpef&tive of 12 Foor long, 
‘which had in the Focus of the Obj-Gtive, and of the Ocular, the 
Threads which crofs one another at Angles of 45 Degrees, he 
determined the Horizontal Parallaxis of Mars at 24 Seconds of 
a Grand Circle. He made alfo feveral Obfervations upon the 
ra of this Planet, which ferved to verify its Revolution round 
ts Ais. 

The three Eclipfes of 1707. were obferved by Mrs. Ca/Zai and 
Maraldi, and by Mrs. de /a Hire ; OF thofe three Ecliptes, the 
firft and third-were of the Moon, the fecond was an Eclipfe of 
the Sun, and it happen’d the rath of May at Paris. 

Aftronomy may boaft of it as a particular Glory, that never 

Celeftial Phenomenon had more great or more illu{trious Obfer- 
vers. The King had a mind to fee the Obfervations made by the 
Aftronomers of the Academy; and, for that end, Mr. Caffni 
and Mr. de Ja Hire, Junior, went to Mar/i with all the necef- 
{ary Inftruments. All the Royal Family-and the Court were 
Witneffés of the Operations ; and the Duke of Burgundy, who 
is an inftance that Sciences may find a Room among the Affairs 
-of the greateft Princes, did himfelf determine feveral Phafes ; 
the beginning, for example, which was doubtful becaufe of the 
Clouds, he fix’'d by a very juft Eftimate, at 8h 26’. the end 
was at 10h. 41’. Of the apparent Diameter of the Sun di- 
vided into 12 Inches, 11 were cover'd with the greateft 
darknefs, all but a few Minutes, every Inch having 60 Mi-

HE Defign of our Author in this Piece, is not to Treat 

of this Subject, as is ufual in a Syfem of Etbicks; where 
generally fo many Derivative Paffions are enumerated, as con- 
found ’em with the Virtues and Vices , but only fo far, as to an- 
fwer the ju Notion of Pafsons, which are but few in Number, 
as he fhews in the fequel, when he comes to Enumerate ’em. 
Neither is it his Defign, to give a Mechanical Account of their 
Effe&ts, upon the Blood and Spirits ; or to Treat ’em in a 
Stoical or a Declamation Way, but in fuch a Way, as may beft 
Conduce to our due Government of ’em, which are otherwife, 
the Sourfes of fo much Mifchief and Mifery to Mankind. 


A Paffion in general, he Defigns to be 4 vigorous Tendency of 
our Souls, to what we look upon.as Good, or flying from what we ap- 
prebend to be Evil’, accompany’d with a ftrong Commotion of our 
Blood and Spirits; whereby the Powers of both Body and Soul are 
vigoroufly Engag’d, in purfuing or avoiding what appears to be Good 
er Evil. And becaufe we cannot bear the ftrong Emotions, with- 
out fome Uneafinefs and Pain, therefore it is that they are call’d 
Paffions. The Chief of which, and which he Treats of at large 
in this Book, are thefe , Love and Anger, Hatred, Hope and Fear, 
Foy and Sorrow: Which have for their Objects Good and Evil, 
either Prefent or Future. From thefe firft Heads, he Deduces 
all the Derivative Paffions; and the Irregularity of thefe Mother 
Paffions, he makes to confift, either in our placeing em upon 
undue Objects, or in fuffering ’em to be Exceflive in Degree : 
In either of which Cafes, when they are no way Defeéive, 


we ufe ’em to the End they were given us for, which was to~° 


be was fo many Wings, whereby we are enabled to overtake, 
or avoid, what is really Good or Evil. 
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As to the Regulation.of our Pafions, he is far from requiring 
with the Stoicks, that we endeavour to Root ’em quite out of 
our Nature, looking upon this as impracticable Rant , and up- 
onthe Pafions, as what are not only infeparable from us now, 
but as what will'ftick by us in our Future States and ‘be the In- 
ftrument of ovr ‘Happinefs or’ ‘Mifery in the Future World, 
as well as this. What we'are therefore'to. do, ‘iti order to Ree. 
gulate ’em, is to bring *em under the Government of Reafon 
and Religion ; the general way to which, isto rectify our Noti- 
ons of Godd and Evil, and to make a due eftimate of this 
World and the next. For if our Notions and Ejtimates in thefe 
Cafes are Wrong, our Paffons.will be always fix'd upon undue 
Objedts, and be Irregular by. Degsee 5, whereas if they are 
Right, we have laid a true Foundation for.the Regulation of 


our Pafions ; for the placing em upon due Objeds, and keep- 


ing em within due Limits as to Degree. 


The Ufe of our Paffens, when duly Regulated, he makes to 
be principally.this, That they will make Nature intirely of the 
fide of Religion, and carry us on to our Supreme Happinefs, 


with all the Advantages of. Wind: and Tide :. That we fhall 


then Live and Act, as Adam did in thé State of Initocence, 
and as our Blefled Saviour did, when: he was manifefted in the 
Flefh. For, as he well Obferves, It is not any thing that is really 
contrary to Nature in Virtue and Piety, that makes the Prac- 
tice.of it Irkfome to.us ; but the J2U/ of our Natural Powers, 
and’ the Pre-engagement of em, to Vice; and when we have 
Reduc’d our Paffians and Aiton to their Natural Order, then 
Religion will become moft agreeable to us,.and a Service that. 
is perfe& Freedom, = . 


Thus far our Author proceeds, upon the Regulation of the 
Pafions in general ; and in feveral following Chapters, he gives 
more particular Directions how. to-Regulate each Pajion in par 
ticular, in.the Order in which he has already plac’d’em.; be- 
ginning with the Baffion of Love, and; proceeding to thofe of 
Hatred, Anger, Hope and Fear, ‘Foy and Sorraw, in. their Order.

‘Now as he had before intimated in general, that the way to 
Regulate all our Pafions, is to fix ’emupon due Objel#s; and:to 
keep ’em Right in Degree; In Regulating the Pafsons of Love, 
he Examins in the frit place, what is its due Object ; and after 
enumerating: thofe things which Men generally make the Od- 
jetts of this Affedion, fuch as the Riches and Honours and Plea- 
fures of this World, and fhewing from their Uncertainty and 
Emptinefs and Perifhing Nature and Deceitfulnefs, that to Hope 
for Happinefs from any of thefe Things, and upon that Account 
to place our Love upon ’em, is a very great and fatal Miftake , 
he concludes, that there is nothing here below, nothing that 
this World can afford, that is‘the proper Object of. this truly 
nioble and leading Pafion of Love. And as Love is a Poffion, 
which in Order to be fitted with a prefer Objel, requires a 
Good: that is really Excellent and Solid and Durable ; that will 
appear ftill greater the more and longer we Enjoy it; hence 
he infers, that nothing Created can be its-:proper Object, but © 
that only God himfelf is the due Obje& of our Love, who is 
the Supreme Good, the Fountain of Being and’ Perfection ; 
and who can therefore never Difappoint the largeft Defires 
and Expectations of our Souls, but muft fully fatisfy em, for 
ever and ever. . 


Having fhown that God is the principal’ due Objeé of our 
Love, from the Excellency of his Nature, and his Goodnefs to 
usin our Creation, Preférvation and-‘Redemption ; our Author 
proceeds to State the Degrees in which we ought to Love God, 
and thefe he takes to’ be, to Love ‘him with all our Heart, and 
Soul, and Mind, and Strength: That-is, as he Explains thefe 
Words, to Love him in Sincerity, and to adit nothing ‘to Ri- 
val him in our Affe@tions, to Delight to Contemplate and’ A- 
dore his Infinite Perfetions, é&c. and to Love him with all 
poffible Fervour’and Ardency of’ Affeétidn.: And if we thus, 
and in thefe’ Degrees’ place’ our: Love apon'-God, then‘ is our 
Paffion of Eove ducly Regulatéd+ becanle fays‘hé, thus'to Love 
God above-alf things, is abfolutely'Necéflary to our Happinef, 
and this he proves at large from’ hence, ‘that without: the Lowe 
of God, we fhall never do — Duty which is requir'd in Or- 
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der'to our Eternal Salvation; nor be able, tho’ we wete admit. 
ted into it, when we Depart hence to enjoy the Happinefs of 
Heaven; nor fhall we ever br Happy in the eafieft Circumftan- 
ces of this World, as finding every thing Emtpty, Unfatisfacto. 
ry and Delufive, which we can fix our Hearts upon, if we f{e- 
perate’em from God, their only Adequate Obje@ ; nor fhall 
we be able to fupport our felves under Afflictions, in as much 
as the beft ftay to the Mind, admits the greateft Variety of 
Misfortunes: that we Daily meet with, is to havea Soul full of 
the Love of God, and to be firmly affir'd that:he Difpofes all 
things, and that all his Difpofals are for the beft. 


And having thus fhewn, that if we will Regulate our Pajion 
of Love, we muft take God for its Objeé&t, and Love him tothe 
moft intenfe Degree, and with the greateft Fervency ; our 
Author proceeds to fpecify the only way, in which fuch a Sine 
cere Love of God above all things, will exprefs it felf; and 
what he fays upon this Head, in,the main Amounts to this, that 
nothing but a Solid and Subftantial Piety. Expreffes it as it 
ought to be Exprefs'd : That all the Aufterities which fome 
Praife, the Familiarities and Intimacies with God, which o- 
thers pretend to, and the like, are.not at all Expreffive of 
this Love, unlefs they alfo keep his Commandments. | He that 


bath my Commandments and keepeth them, be. it is that-Loveth me ; 
fays our Lord, ‘fobn 44. 2%. 


After he has thus taught us the Regulation of Love, and 
fhown that God is its Chief Obje& ; our Author proceeds to 
Regulate our Love of fuch other ObjeGs, as this Paflion may 
Exert it felf upon, in Subordination.to the Love which we mult 
have for God: And the principal. of thefe are our Selves and 


_our Neighbour; upon each of which.he beftows a diftiné&t Chap- 


ter; and upon the former, fhews what is meant by our Selves 
and what by Self Lous in general, how. Self Love is to be Re- 
gulated with refpeé& to our Bodies, and how with refpeét to our

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_ Neither carl give'the Reader 2 particular Account of what 
‘he offers in the fix following Chapters, on the Regulation of 
Hatred, Anger, Hope, Fear, Foy and Sorrow: From-what has 
been faid on the Regulation of the Paffioms in general, and in 
‘particular of the Pafion of Love, "tis not difficult to Form an 
‘Idea how the Paffom: of Hatred, &e. are to be Regulated; that 
is, by fixing °em{npon their proper Objects, and keeping ’em 
within their die Bounds ; and whoever wil! have a larger 
Account of thefe Matters, than the Defign of thefe Papers 
admits off, muft! have Recourfe to the Book it felf. 


Having fhewn the Natures and Objects of our feveral Pafions, 
in the preceding. part of this Book, which I have hitherto 
given you fome Account off, and Directed to the due Meafures 
of their: Regulation, that they may become ufeful to us, according 
to the Defign of our Great Good Creator; ovr Author proceeds 
‘in another Chapter, to propofe the Example of our Blefled 
Mafter to our Imitation; who as Man, was of like Pajfions with 
us, tho’ he always kept ’em under Regulation, and-was ws bout 
Sin. And here he fhews what he made the Objetis of his Love 
and Hatred, &c. and within what Bounds he always ftri&ly kept 
thefe and all the reft of his Pafions. That the Obed of his 
Love, for Inftance, was primarily God, the Intenfenefs of his 
Love, for whom he fhew’d in every AGion and Paffion of his 
Life ; and Seconderily Mankind, whom in great Condefcenfion 
he calls Hw Brethren; and whom he Lov‘d fo well as to Dedi- 
cate his whole Life to their Benefit and Service, and at laft to 
Die a Painful and Ignominious Death, that they might Live 
Eternally thro’ him. In like manner he proceeds to fhew how 
our Saviour Regulated his Hatred and Anger, &c. and then pro- 
pofes his Example to our Imitation, that in the Regulation of 
our Pafions we would Take bis York upon us, and learn of bim, for 
he ss Meek and Lowly in Heart, and we {hall find Re§t unto our Souls. 


Jn the next Chapter, which Concludes this Treatife, our

a Word, we muft Study to be Quiet upon: all Occafions, in 


Studying the Regulation of our Paffions: Upon'which Account 
our Author Concludes, that.itis highly worthy our moft Seri- 
ous Study to know how to Regulate ‘em, and to do according- 
ly. He Concludes with fhewiiig, that we thal} find the Study 
of Regulating our Paffions t6 be a full Employment for our 
utmoft Diligence ; atid he Inftances, forthe Proof of this, in 
the two Paffioti of Anger and Sorrow , whith'he fhews to im- 
ply a great deal of Work in the Regulation of ’em, and he 
‘Ends ali with an Advice, that we be. prevail’d with to {pend 
‘the Remainder-of our Short uncertain’ Life; in this moft Ex- 
eellent Study 5 that fo we may pafson to our Heavenly Home, 
With as much Satisfaétion agd Comfort and Eafe, as is Confift- 
‘ent with a Journey thro’ a Wildernefs., and when we have

Efore our Author proceeds .to Treat of the Firft of the 
5 three Héads laid down in the Title, he lays down the fe- 
veral different Acceptations of the Word Fuith, to be met 
with in the New Teftament ; As firft, That by the Word 
Faith, is meant fometimes' an Extraordinary Faith, or a Faith 
of Miracles, which was requir’d in any Perfon to Worka Mi- 
racle, and in any Perfor on whom a Miracle was to be Wrought. 
If ye bave Faith and doubt not, fays our Saviour, ye fhall fay to 
this Mountain, be thou removed, and be thou caft into the Sea, and 
it fhall obey you. Mat. 21, 21. and for an Inftance of the latter, 
he gives you amongft feveral others, Mat. 8. rz. Go thy way, 
and as thou bast Believed, fo be it done unto thee; and his Servant 
owas bealed in the felf fame Hour. In its Ordidary Acceptations 
fometimes, fays he, by Faith is meant the Objeé& of our Faith, 
or the Subftance of our Religion ; there are innumerable Paf- 
fages which ufe the Word in this Senfe, as Eph.

The 
Human Teftimony whereby it is vouch’d. And the reafonable- 
nefs of Chriftianity it felf.

He proves it farther from Reafoning from feveral Bran- 
ches of our Religion, as the Union of Believers with Chrift, 
the Infufficiency of our.own Righteoufnefs to Juftification, and 
the like. And after having taken Notice of thofe who oppofe 
this DoGrine, and anfwered their Objections, and’ tarther 
ftrengthened it by feveral Authorities, he concludes this Point 
with a Definition of Juftification ; ‘ That itis God’s Gracious 
* A& by which he abfolves Sinners from Guilt, and efteems 
* them as truly Righteous, only for the Righteoufnefs of Chrift 
* imputed to them, and applied by Faith.’ 


And as the imputed Righteoufnels of Chrift is to be applied 
to our felves by Faith, this.is what is to be-done on our Part in 
| order 
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orderto Juftification ; and that Faith is abfolutely. requifite on 
our Part isrorder’ to Joftification, nay, andthat Faith alone is 
made-ufe of in this Divine: Tranfatien, amr Autiior proceeds 
in-the next Place to prove. Firft, Faith is Inftrumental in Joftie 


fieation ; this he-proves from feverat’ Scriptures:at large: And’ 


Secondly, Faith alone is made ufe of in this Divine TranfaGi- 
of; here, that he may not be miftaken, hetells us; That all o- 
ther Graces and’ Aéts of Holinefs accompany that Faith whereby 
we are juftify’d’; and then he-proceeds-to prove that we are 
juftify’d by Faith alone from St: Piu/’s Epifties, outof which he 
alledges feveral Pallages to his Purpofé-; and'then fhews, in an- 
{wer to fome Objections, That the Apoftle excludes all forts of 
Works from Juftification, and then he-proceeds to aflign feve- 
ral Reafons why all Works are excluded from Juftification, and 


" Baith'aloae hatte the Honourto be concern’din that Bufinefs : And 
. the Reafons he affigns are thefe, that no Manis ftriély Righteous, 


and confequentty to be juftify’d by his Works; that there be no 
matter ot Boafting toany Man, upon account of his Juftification; 
That this is adjufted' to the Doétrine of Grace: and’ Chrift’s Me- 
rits, and fwitable to the New Covenant ; And that Faith is fit- 
tedin it felf, and in-itsown Nature, for this very Purpofe, and 
no other Grace befides- has this Fitnefs; which laft’Particular 
our Author fhews at large from the Confideration of the parti- 
cular.

And now having fhewn, under -his Second General Head, 
That Juftification is appropriated to the Grace of Faith alone,

and fhewing: that the-Doctrine-of Jultification by Faith alone, is 
the. Do@rine-of the: Church of England in her Articles and 
Homilies, that itis one-confiderable diftinguifhing Mark twixt:

Ye feethen bow that by Works a Man 
is juftified, and not by Faith only. In order to the Reconciliation 
o thefe two feeming contrary Propofitions, our Author fhews 
that they both fpeak of the fame Faith, and of the fame 
Works ; only in the Cafe of Faith St. Zames refers chiefly to 
the firftt A& of it in our Author’s Enumeration, and St. Paul 
chiefly to the two other ; andin the Cafe of Works St. Fames 
{peaks of Moral and Evangelical Works only, Sut St. Pal of all 
others befides, as wellas thefe: But they fpeak, fayshe, in the 
Opinions of .all Men, of different Juftifications, 


And after rejeGting the Opinions of the Rominifts, and of 
Archbifhop Ujher, concerning the different Juftifications {poken 


of by St. Paul and St. Zames, our Author proeeeds to fhew that 


St. Paul {peaks of Juftification before God, and St. Fames of 
Juftification. before Men; cach of thefe he proves at large, 
and then reconciles ‘em after this manner; St. Paul fays, That 
a Man is juftify’d before God by Faith only, and St. Zammes does 
not deny this, but aflerts that by Works a Man is juftified be- 
fore Men; both which are true, and no way inconfiftent : For 
the different Perfons before whom Faith and Works juftify us, 
remove the Contradi&tion ; andit is true that we are juftify'd 
by Faith without Works in the Sight of God, though Works 
are requifite to juftify us before Men, who cannot otherwife 
know our Faith, unlefs we fhew it by our Works, 


. Our Author concludes this Treatile witha Confutation of a 
different Reconciliation of St. Pew! and St. James, by a Diftin- 
tion of a firft and fecond Juftification, the one difpens’d.to us 
at Baptifm, the other at the laft Day, when we fhall be finally 
acquitted of our Sins; where St. Paul is made tofpeak of the 
Former, and St. Fames of theLatter: This DiftinGtion he fhews 
to bé groundlefs and precarious, and confequently of no ufe

‘1, The Firft Book contains the five firft, and part of the fixth 

- Century ; and our Author begins it, with an Account of the 
Religion of Britain, antecedent to the Preaching of Chrifti-' 
anity in this Ifland, and he fhews, that the Britains were over- 
grown with the Common Errors of the Pagan World, that their 
Idols were as Monftrous and Extravagant, and altogether as: 
Numerous as thofe in Egypt 5 as Gildas Obferves ; That the Fa- 
mous Druids were their Guides in Religious Matters, of whofe 
Power and Authority he gives a large Account out of Ce/ar 
and Taciews. After this he fhews, That Chriftianity was not ' 
Propagated in Britain in the Reign of Tiberiws, notwithftand- 
ing fome have Afferted the contrary, from a Paflage in Gildas, : 
which Paflage he Explains, and fhews to be Infufficient to fup- ~ 
port their Affertion. By whom Chriftianity was firft Preach’d ' 


here, he leaves it uncertain, looking upon it as — ; 
: ) that 
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that either Fames the Son of Zebedee, or Simon Zelotes, Or Arin 
fiébulus whofe Houfe-hold Pau! Saluted, were ever in this Ifland : 
However, ‘That it was Preach’d here in the Apoftolick Age, 
he proves from Eu{ebine, Theodoret, St. Ferom and Clemens Roma- 


nus; the lat of whom Afferts, that St: Paw! Preach'd Righte- 
ovfaefs thro’ the whole World, and ia purfuing tsis Employ- 
ment Travel’d ani 28 zhgua gis Qdeses, which Expreflion our 
Author proves to include Britgin, As to the Authorities, to 

rove that St. Peter Preach’d in Britain., he fhews them ta be 
nfufficient, and makes St. Pew!’s coming hither not improbable. 
ANT this he is very large upon the Traditions concerning Fofepb 
of Arimathea, beginning with aa Abftrac of his Hiftory taken 
from Wiliam of Malwsbury’s Book of the Antiquity of the 
Church of Glaffenbury, and adding what other Arguments are 
brought in Defence of it ; and at the laft he concludes this in- 
credible Tradition, and finifhes what he has to fay of the Firft 
Ceatury, with this Conclufion, that Chriftianity got Footing 
here in the Apoftolical Age ; tho’ what Progrefs was made up- 
qn the Infidels ; in what part ¢he Church was Settled, and un- 
der whom ; what Succeflés or Difcouragement ; what Revolu- 
tions happend in the Ecclefiaftical Hiftory of this Ifland, from 
the Apoftles to King Lueias, is altogether uncertain, Length 
of Time, Perfecutions, and the Ravages of our War having, 
in a manner, funk the Memory of .thefe Matters. : 


About the Year 167 (fays our Author) according to Bede, 
and the Author of the Ansals of the Church of Rocheffer, but. 
176 a¢cording to Archbifhop Ujker, Eucims King of the Regui 
(according to Bifhop Srilingfleet) fent Elvanws and Medevinus to 
Eleyiherim: the 12th. Bifhop of Rome, Defiring his Direétions 
to, make him a Chriftian, who comply’d with his Requeft, 
by which means the Briaimswere brought over to Chriftianity. 


_ The Hiftory of this particular he gives.us out of Bede, and the 


Old Book of Landaff (vide Vol. 3. Monaft. Anglic. p. 138.) the 
latter of which Accounts, he looks upon to carry a great Air 
of Truth, and to have been the Original. Tradition of the 
Britife Church ; tho’ it was afterwards Inter ed with: Le- 
geadary Mixtures, particularly by Geoffrey of Adonnsonth, whofe 
Fabulous Story of the Flamins and Archifamins in Briteimour Au- 
ther Confutes at Large. After this, he givesus a Tranflation of 
Pope Bleutheriue’s Letter. to King Luciws, as-it ftand in the — 
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of Edwatd the Confefor, the Crédit of which he eftéenh¢ very 
fafpicious ; and’ then afligns' the Conjeture? whith fave been 
generally made on the Motives which made Enciw fend to the 
Bifhop of Rome, and thews that i¢ wa¥ not upon any Informati- 
on hé could receive of the Pope’s Supremacy and Univerfal 
Paftorfhip ; then he mentions the Churches, and‘other Bene- 
factions afcrib’d to Luci, moft of which’ hé looks upon as not 
fofficiéntly Attefted, nor his Travels into Gaul arid Germany; 
but his Death hé coficltides to Have been at Grotefd, in the 


Year 201. 


As to the firft $0 Years of the Third Century, our Author 
obferves, that from the Death of Ewcins to'the Dioclefian Per- 
fecution, the Briif# Church Hiftoty is in'a manner funk ; only 
he fhews from Ancient and Modern; our own and Foreign 
Writers, that thé Chriftian Religion’ held on’ thro’ the whole 
Period without the léeaft Interruption to thé Divclefan Perfe- 
cution, which broke out in the beginning of the Fourth Cen- 
try at Nitomedia, Ando 303. In this Perfecution he fhews 
from Gildas, that Britain fuffer’d as well as other Places ; where 
Sts Alban of Verulam and others fuffer'd Martyrdom’; and be- 
cauife St. Alban was not only the firft, bat the moft Eminent of 
the Brit Martyrs, our Author is particular in his Hiftory ; 
the Perfecution was ftop’d in thé Weft, by Confanriws Clorus, 
Father to Conftantine the Great, Ann 305. who Died at York in 
a little more than.a Year, and left the Government to his Son, 
who was Born in: Britain. Conftantine the Great, fays our Au- 
thor, gave the Chriftians a free Exercife of their Religion, 
from which timé (4. D. 306.) he Dates the Flourifhing State 
of the Britifh Church, and not long after this he tells us, from 
Bede and Florilegas, a Stately Chorch was Built at Véruiam, in 


Honour of St. Alban.

Otr Author proceeds to prove the Settled Condition of the 
Britifh Churches, from thé Record of the Prelates that went 
from hence to the Council of Arles: He fhews that three Bririh 
Bifhops Subfcrib’d this Council; and having deliver'd rhe 
Canons of this Council, he Obferves that about eleven Years 
after this Synod, the famous Council of Nice was Conven’d, in 
which he makes it probable that fome of the Britifh Bifhops 
were prefent ; and he proves that feveral of ‘em were prefent 
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at the Council of Sardica, which. was held in the Yeart 347,. 
under the Emperors Comfantius and Confans ; here he makes:a. 
Digreffion to thew the Reafons of Calling this Council, and to, 
fhew it a Difproof of the Papal Supremacy, which-he alfo far. 
ther Argues againft from the pretended Council of Pbilipopoli, 
and from the Decifion of the fixth Council of Carthage, againft: 
the Popes receiving Appeals, and from the eighth Canon of the 
Council of Epbe/us.After this Digreffion he proceeds to fhow,that 
the next time the Brits; Bifhops. were: taken notice of,was by St.. 
Hilary in the beginning of his Book De Synod, Publifhed'in his 
Banifhment in Phrygia, Anno 358; the Year after this he ob- 
ferves, that feveral Brstif) Prelates were prefent at the Council 
of Arimini, and not long after this, fays he, the Arian Herefy 
propably reach’d. Britain; which Unhappinefs in their Belief, 
continues he, feems to have begun in the Reign of Gratias, who 
had Britaiz, Spain and Gaul for his Dominions, and‘ Publifh’d a 
Toleration in the Year 383, which might be the occafion of 
the {preading of this, amongft other Heretical Perfuafions in 
Religion. After this, our Author gives an Account of the 
State of the Civil.Government of Britain from Conftantius to 
Gratian, and returning to the Thread of his Hiftory, fhews that 
Pelagius the Britifh Heretick began to appear in the World 
near the later end of this Century, fome of whofe Tenets he 
enumerates, which were Charg’d upon him in. the Council of 
thy 2 in Paleftine Anno 415, and for which he was Condemn’d 
by feveral Councils in Afric, and by a Synod at Antioch; this 
Herefy he fhews, f{pread it felf in Britain, and accordingly Ger- 
manus and Lupus were fent for to oppote it, who Difputed with 
the Pelagions at St. Albans, and gain’d a Victory over em. Af. 
ter this, our Author has fomething upon. the Civil Affairs of 
Britain, and then proceeds to St. German’s. Second Voyage into 
Britain, upon the Reviving of Pelagianifm, and gives an Ac- 
count of the Schools of Learning he fettled here, and of his 
Introedu@tion of the Gelican Liturgy, upon which occafion he 
fhews the difference *twixt the Roman and Gallican Liturgies, 


which I cannot be particular in here, but muft refer the Curi-

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In the next place, our Author touches im a Word or two on 
fome of the moft early and confiderable Advantages of Chri- 
ftianity in- Ireland, fhewing that in the Year 431, Pope Celeftine 
fent Palladius thither, who Dying ina little time, was Succeded 
by St. Patrick, who was wonderfully SuccefSful there, and made 
as it were, a thorough Converfion of the Country ; and after 
this, ovr Author returns again to Britain, and having fix'd the 
firft Settlement of the Sexexs in Britain to the Year 450, and. 
particularis’d the Countries in which they Settled, he takes No- 
tice of their Breach with the Britains in 453, which termina- 
ted in the Ruin of the Britains, whofe Country the Saxons over 
run with Fire and Sword, and fet it a blazing from one End to » 
the other. After this he fpeaks at large of the Doétrine and. 
Character of Fauftus Bifhop of Riez, a Britain by Birth, whofe 
Works werecenfur’d after his Death for Semi-Pelagiani(m , and 
then returns to the Condition of the Britains, who recovered 
and beat the Saxons at Bannefdown near Bath Anno 489, under 
Ambrofiu Aurelian. From hence our Author pafles to relate the 
Britifh Affairs under Uther Pendragon and Arthur, the laft of whom 
began his: Reign, according to Archbifhop Ujher, in the Year 
ate had for his Dominions little more than Wales,the Saaons 

aving left only this Corner of the Ifland for an Habitation to 
the Britains. ‘ 


In this Century our Author takes Notice of feveral Perfons: 
in the Brith Church who made a confiderable Figure, fuchas 
Dubricius firft Bifhop of Llandaff, St. David Bifhop of Menevia, 
now St. David’s; the two Sampfons, .Cadocus, Paternus, St. Fe-~ 
liau, Oudoceus, Kentigern,, St. Afaph, St. Columba, Gildas Ba- 
donicus, and Columbanus; of each of whom. he relates what 
remains confiderable upon Record, and concludes this Book with 
obferving, that about the latter End of this Century, Anno 
687, Theonus and Thadoicus, Archbifhops of London and. York, 
retir’d from the Saxon Perfecution into Wales; about which 
Time the Pagan Saxons gain’d by Degrees upon the Creed as 
they did upon the Country, infomuch that at laft Heathenifm 
was the prevailing Religion. And laft of all he enquires when 
the Britains probably firft fettled in. Armorica or French Britain.

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2. The'Secénd Book comes down to’ the Ninth: Ceatury ; 
and out Author bégins it with art Account of the Converfion 
of the Saxons to Chriftianity by St. Augafime, who was fent for 
this Purpofe by Gregory rhe Great to Ethelbert King, of Kent, who 
received him‘kindly, and’about the Year §97' was converted to 
Chriftianity, with many of his Subje&s) After this Gregory 
fent Avgupme feveral Affiftants and the Pall, upon’ which our 
Author digreffes: a’ little, and then proceeds to deliver feveral’ 
Letters of Pope Grégory, oné to Archbifhop Aagufine about 
erecting of Sees, oc; anid two to King Erhélbere and his Queen, 
to perf{wade them'to be zealous’in propagating the Chriftian 
Religion, which bein? ina little Time fettled in Kent, our Au- 
thdrtakes Occafion froiti' their Converfion briefly'to defcribe 
the Saxon Paganifmt: After this he comes to the Conferences 


| By Ee pee and the Brith Bifhops, the firftof which hap- 


pened Anao 601; and in the Second he gives us the Anfwer of 
Dinith Abbot of Bangor to Aaguftine, concerning Submiflicn to 
the Pope’; and-then, aftér having giveéii‘us the Relation: of the 


‘Slatghter of the Brit Monks by Erhelfrid King of the Northum- 


brians, he comes to the Death and’ Charatter of Angu/tine, who 
died’ at Canterbury in’ the Year 604. 


. Gregory the Great dying this Year alfo, our Author gives usa 
brief Account of him, and then proceeds in the Hiftory of the 
Britifh Church, where Lautentins' {icceeds Auguftine i the See of 
Canterbury, being Confecrated by him in’ his Life Time: Here 
our Author judicioufly obferves, that as the Sticceffion was ta- 
ken Care of not by the Secular, but the Ecclefiaftical Power, 
King Ethelbert look’d upon the Church as'a Society diftin& from, 
and indepéntfest upon the State , atid then he proceeds to re- 
late“Laurentius’s Endeavoursto bring the Britifh and Scotch Clergy 
to a°-Conformity with the'Sexon. In the Year 613, continues 
he, Erhélbert died, and was fucceeded by his Son Eadbald, who 
relapsd, with his Subje@s, into }dolatry, but was recover’d by 
Laurentins, who died Anno 619, and was fucceeded by Adeclitus, 
aiid’ he by Fuftus Bithop of Rocheffer, who Confecrated a Roman 
for the Diocefs of Rocheffer, having'réceived an Authority for 
the'Confecration of Bifhops from Bonface V, whofe Predeceffor 
Boniface 1, had procur’d of the Emperor Phocas, that the See 
of Rome fhould be called the Head of all other Churches. af 
, ter 
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Acer this our Author pives asa latwe-Aceonnt of the Cone 
verfion of the Kingdom of Northumberland by Paulinus, and of 


Edwin theix King, and his Nobility, with the Heathen Prieft 
Coiti, who himfelf broke down the fdols, and order'’d the Fa- 
mous Idol Temple to be burnt at Godmundingabam, now God- 

on the Wolds in Yorkfiire. He proceeds to relate 
- Paulime’s farther Succefs, who hada Pall fent him by Pope Hono- 
riws, as had alfo Alonorias Archbifhop of Canterbury, who faccéed- 
ed ‘fujtas inthat See. And then fixesthe Death of Edwin to the 
Year 633, after which the Country being overrun with War 
and Bloodfhed, Pawlime retires from York into Kest, and accepts 
of the nay i Of Rocheffer. About the Year 634 he tells 
us the Weft Saxons were converted by Biri, and not long af- 
ter the Epifoopal See of that Country was fix’d at Winchefter, 
where Lwtherins was the firft Bifhop. He proceeds next to the 
Converfion of the Eaf Angles by Felix and Furfews, in the Reign 
of Sigebert, WhO was a great Encourager of Learning, and is 
commonly faid to be the Founder of the Univerfity of Cam- 
bridge. He comes next to the Converfion of the Middle Angles, 
and tothe Recovery of the Ef Saxons to the Chriftian Faith ; 
and then to the Coverfion of the Mercians, which happened Az-

-. The Progrefs of the Hiftory brings our Author now to the 
Famous Synod at Streancfhalch or Whitby in Yorkfhire, to decide 
the Controverfy about Rafter ; the Ecclefiaftical Tonfire, and 
fome other Ufages, in which the Scortify and Canterbury Chur-. 
ches did not agree 5 of which he gives a large Account, which 
Hcammot be particular upon in this Place. In the next Place 
he mentions the Death of Deufdedit Archbifhop of Canterbury, 
who was fueceeded by Theodorws, Confecrated to that See by 
Pope Vitalian, Anno 668: This Theodorus made a General Vifi- 
tation, and introduced the Roman Cuftoms, and deprives St. 
Chadd of the See of York, whom he afterwards procures to be 
made Bifhop of Litchfield. 1n the Year 673 our Author menti- 
ons a Council held at Herudford or Hertford under Theodorus ; and

After this our Author proceeds‘torrelate feveral Mifcellane. 
ous Matters, which, even to enumerate, would much exceed 
the Limits of this Defign : I fhall name fome few of them cur. 
forily, and leave the Reader to fetch the reft from the Book it 
felf. Inthe Year 680 he takes ‘Notice of a Synod at Hatfield or 
Chf near Rocheffer, held to enquire into the Faith of the Eng. 
life Churches with reference to the Controverfy of the Adoriothe. 
lites, introduced into the Kingdom of the Northumbrians by one 
Fobn Precentor of St. Peter's at Rome. In this Year alfo he tells 
us, that four Bifhopricks were added to that of Litchfield in the 
Kingdom of the Mercians. About the Year 681 he makes WI- 
frid convert the South Saxons; to whom Theodore Archbifhop of 
Canterbury was reconciled Asno 687, and offer’d to fettle the 
Archbifhoprick upon him after his own Death: Hence our 
Author obferves, that the Archbifhop of Canterbury was not 
nominated by the Crown inthe Seventh Century. He proceeds 
to fhew what happened “twixe Wiijfrid, and Alfrid King of the 
Northumbrian: ; and then mentions the Death of Theodore Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury Anno 690, who was thought to have fet 
the Diftin&ion of Parifhes on foot, and to have brought them 
forward towards the prefent Form: He was fucceeded, aftera 
Vacancy of the See for two Years, by Bertwald Abbot-of Ree 
culver in Kent. The Council of Trulo being held at this Time, 
our Author remarks fomething upon two of its Canons which 
oppofe fome of the PraGiices of the Churchof Rome; and then 
relates King Jna’s Ecclefiaftical Laws , and the Famous Synod 
at Becanceld, called by Witbred King of Kent Anno 6943 which 
Bifhop Wake queftions, asto its Genuinnefs: And here our Au- 
thar produces the Bifhop’s Arguments, with Dr. Atterbury’s on 
the other Side, Our Author ends this Century with an Ac- 
count of Naitan King of the Ps&s conformipg himfelf to the 
keeping Eafter. 
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He begins the Eighth Century with an Account of the Synod 
at Oneftresfeld, about Wilfrid’s Cafe; whence he takes Occafion 
to remark, That at this Time the Britih Bifhops did not think 
themfelves oblig’d to be arbitrarily govern’d by the See of 
Rome: And after this he runs on with the Hiftory of Wilfrid to 
his Death, which happened Anno 709, at his Monaftery at 
Oundle in Northamptonfhire. In the Year 712, our Author takes 
Notice of a pretended Council at London, whieh decree’d I- 
mage-worfhip, andthe Celibacy of Priefts, which he difproves. 
Next he gives us the Death and Character of St. Gueh/ack, the 
firft Saxcn Anchoret, who gave Occafion to the founding of 
the Monaftery of Croyland: After this the Conformity of the 
Monks of Hye, to the Roman Cuftom of keeping Ea/ffer ; and 
the Death of Fobm of Beverly, (Anno 721.) In the Year 725 
he fixes the Commencesnent of King Jna’s Charter to the Ab- 
by of Glaffenbury ; who about three Years after threw up his 
Government, and took the Habit at Rome. I muft pafs over 
feveral very curious and ufeful Particulars (for brevity’s fake) 
and fhall only take Notice farther in this Second Book, That 
about the Year 787 our Author makes the Danes firft defcend 
upon Britain , after which he is large upon the [ntroduction of 
Image-worfhip in the Council of Nice, Anno 786 ; and the Con- 
demnation of it in the Synod .of Frankfurt, Anno 794. Then 
he proceeds to an Account of King Offa's founding the Mona- 
ftery of St. Alban's 5 and of his going to Rome to procure Pri- 
vileges of Exemption to this Abbey, where he inftituted Peter's 
Pence, notas a Tribute, but as a Gratuity for the Exemptions 
granted to his Abbey, Our Author concludes this Second Book, 
after having related the Intercoufe ‘twixt Kenulpbws King of 
the Mercian:, and Pope Leo the Third; with the Remonftrances 
of the Engi Bifhops about procuring the Pall, and the Confe- 
cration of Bifhops, @c. And afrer having mention’d the two 
Synods of Clovefhoe, Annis 800 and 803; with the Death of 
Alenin, Anno 804: And after other Particulars, the firft Coun- 
cil of Cakwuith, Anno 816, with its Canons, and his own Re- 
marks upon them: With the Extinétion of the Kingdom of 
Mercia, and its being fwallowed up by the Weft Saxons; and 
with Egéert’s fubduing of the Heptarchy, and becoming Mo- 
narch of the Ifland, which happened about the Year of ovr 
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3. The Third Book comes dewn to the Beginning of the 
Reign of William rhe Conqueror : And in the Account of this, 
and the four following Books of this Volume, I muft confine 
my felf to greater Brevity than I have done hitherto ; having, 
I hope, given already fuch an Idea of the Nature of this Work 
from what has pafs’d hitherto, .as will excufe my ‘comparative 
Brevity for the future. | } 


To proceed then to a brief Account of the Book before us, 
our Author begins it with an Account of the Original, Manners, 
and Ravages of the Dames, and with the Hiftory of their feve- 
ral Defcents upon England. Anno 851 hetells usthey fack’d the 
City ot London ; mod Anno 855 he takes Notice of the Famous 
Synod of Winebefer, where Erhelwalf King of England granted 
the Tythe of the — to the Church: Our Author pro- 
duces the Charter, and anfwers what Objections are made a- 
gainftit. The next thing I fhall take'Notice of out of our Au- 
thor, is the Succefs of King Alfred againft the Denes, who in 
the Year 878-gave them an entire Defeat, which occafioned the 
Converfion of their King, and moft of his Troops, to Chritti- 
anity. About 13 Yearsafter'this, faysour Author, the Englifh 
were attacked again by the Dames, but they were received by 
King Alfred. with great Bravery, who had the Advantage in this 
Quarrel. Here our Author takes Occafion to mention fome of 
King Alfred’s Laws; his firft Divifion of the Kingdom into 
Counties, &, his Encouragement of Learning, which had been 
ruined by the late Ravages of the Danes; with‘his inviting o- 
ver Grimbald, and other Learned Foreigners. Here he alfo 
ebferves, that we were not wholly deftitute of Learned Men at 
Home ; he mentions two or three, and gives us a fhort Account 
of them ; and then difcourfes at large upon the firft Foundati- 
onof the Univerfity of Oxford. ‘He takes-Notice in the next 
Place of the Death of Athelred Archbifhop of Canterbury, Anno 
$87, who was fucceded in that See’by Plegwund, Anno 889; 
and of the Death of King Alfred, in the Year-900, with his 
Character. Alfred was fucceeded by his'Son Edward, who en- 
larged his Dominions, and fucceeded againft the Danes; here 
our Author takes Notice of a.pretended’Bull of ‘Pope Formo/us’s, 


in which he excommunicates King Edward, ‘but fhews it to be 


fpurious ; and then confiders his Charter toCambridge, and fhews 
it 
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jtto be very fufpicious. Anno 925 Edward died, and was bu+ * 
ried with his Father Alfred in the Abby of Winchefer, and fue 
ceeded by his Son Arhel/tan, who proved an enterprifing and 
fuccefsful Prince. In this Prince’s Reiga, fays our Author, 
from Sir Henry Spelman, there were feveral Synods at Exeier, 
Feverfham, Thunderfield, London, and Graetly ; this laft he gives 
i” a large Account of, which was held in the Year 928: I cannot 
ie be particular upon it in this Place, but muft refer the Reader 
ag for SatisfaGtion to the Book it felf. : 


Our Author takes Notice farther, that about the Year 940 
Odo was tranflated to the See of Canterbury, who publifh’d his i. 
Conftitutions Ano 943, in the Reign of King Edmund, of which 4 
he gives usan Account. Thisis followed by a brief Account iY 
of the Cwldees, in which their Antiquity isdifproved againft the : 
Diflenters ; And this by the Relation of a Synod at London, 
ue Anno 944, under King Edmund, where feveral Ecclefiaftical 
Hi Laws were made, fome of which our Author enumerates. This 
ey Year, pe our Author, King Edmund granted a Charter to the 
| Abby Glaffenbury, where St. Dunftan was Abbot, by vertue 
of which the Abbot had the fame Authority of trying Caufes, 
punifhing and pardoning Mifdemeanours within the Precincts 
of his JurifdiGtion, that the King himfelf had in his own 
Courts. Here our Author gives us St. Dunftan’s Extraction, 
Fortune, and Charaéter for the former Part of his Life. Anno 
946, fays he, King Edmund was murthered, and fucceeded by 
Eldred, who died Anno 95§, and was fucceeded by Edwy, who 
quarrelled with the Monks upon Account of the Freedom which 
St Dunftan and Odo took with him; which brought his Subjects 
toa Rebellion, who feiz'd his Dominions as far as the Thames, 
and gave them to his younger Brother Edgar. Auno 959 Edwy 
died, and was fucceeded by Edgar, who govern’d well, and 
reign’d profperoufly ; but having forc’d a Nun froma Monaite- 
ry, St. Dunftan brought him to a feven Years Penance. 


Ano 959, fays our Author, King Edgar granted a Charte: 
to the Church of Canterbury, by which fhe was made the Mothe: 
and Miftrefs of all Churches, &c. And the next Year he relates 
that St. Danftan received his Pall at Rome, who was made Arche 
bifhop of Canterbury in the firft Year of thisKing. In the next 


Place our Author proceeds to relate the Delign of St. Dunjtan 
Q2 to 
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to eject the Secular Clergy out of Monafteries and Cathedrals; 
and to fettle Monks in their Place; inwhich he was fe. 
eonded by the Friendfhip the King had for the Monks, becaufe 
they favour'd his Attempts againft his Brother , and by the 
Bifhops of Wincheffer and Worcefter. In the Year 967 there were 
feveral Ecclefiaftical Conftitutions ‘pafs’d, which our Author 
gives us an Account of; and a Body of Canons is faid to be 
made in the Reign of this Prince, of which we have the moft 
Remarkable tranflated from Sir Henry Spelman into this Hiftory, 
together with a Form of Confeflion, with Diretions to the 
Penitent. And now our Author proceeds to fhew that the 
Reputation of the Religious gained Ground ; and he produces 
a. Speech of King Edgar's in favour of the Monks againft the 
Secular Clergy, Anno 969. Upon this Speech our Author makes 
fome Remarks, and then proceeds to relate the Stratagems 
made ufe of in Prejudice of the Secular Clergy ; and the Con- 
troverfy betwixt them and the Monks, which was pretended to 
be decided by a Miracle. Upon this Miracle our Author makes 
fome Obfervations, and as it was vouch’d to cenfure the Mar- 
riage of the Clergy, defends their Marriage at large in Oppo- 
fition to this feign'd Miracle and King Edgar’s Speech.
